America in 100."), in describing the In- 
dians on the coast, lie- says: "One es- 
pecial thing is their manner of killing 
the whale, which they cull powdawe; 
and will describe his form: and how he 
bloweth up the water; and that ho is 
twelve fathoms long: and that they go 
iu company of their king with a multi- 
tude of their huats; and strike him with 
a bone made in fashion of a harping 
iron fastened to a rope, which they 
make great and strong of the bark of 
trees, which they veer out after him; 
then all their boats come about him as 
he riserh above water, with their ar- 
rows they shoot him to death; when 
they have killed him and dragged him 
to shore, they call all their chief lords, 
whom they call sagamores, divide the 
spoil and give to every man a share, 
which pieces, so distributed, they hang 
up about their houses for provisions; 
ind when they boil them they blow off. 
the fat and put to their pease, maize 
and other pulse which they eat." 


Among the Indians of Khode Island 


it was the custom when a whale was 
cast ashore or killed within their juris- 
diction, to cut the flesh into pieces and 
send to the neighboring tribes as a pres- 
ent of peculiar value. Scammon says: 
"It has been stated by several writers 
that the American colonists followed 
tip the Indian mode of capturing the 
whale, by first striking it with a har- 
poon having, a log of wood attached to 
it by* a li«e,;«veh. as late as the com- 
mencement of the Sperm Whale fish- 
cry." 
It is quoted that the Hon. Paul 


Dudley stated: "Our people formerly 
used to kill the whale near the shore, 
but now they go oft' to sea in sloops atid 
ioli<ilf-l>ottf#. 
Sometimes the whale is 


killed by a single stroke, aud yet at 
other times she will hold the whaelmen 
in play near half a duij together, with 
their lances; and sometimes they will 
get. away after they have been lanced 
awl spouted thick blood, with irons in 
them, and drags (drogcs) fastened to 
them, which are thick boards about 
foul-teen inches square." * * * "We 
are of the opinion, however, that the 
colonial whalers did not follow the In- 
dian mode nf whale-fishing; for it is 
well known that the British whalers, as 
early as IHTO, used the line attached to 
the 'hiint. and, si 
as the drags or 


concerned, they aro used 


at tho present day in cases of emergen- 
cy. 


As early as HKMt, Massachusetts, with 


an eye to the importance of the lisher- 
ic.s, passed an net to encourage them.

In 1002, the town of KMth«m 
voted that a part of every whale cost 
ashore should be appropriated for tho 
support of the miniitry.

Tho earliest account of whale-killing 


by tho people of Capo Cod comes to us

Several things militat 
against this story. Neither the annul 
of the Cape nor genealogical register 
contain any account of him. \aturalt 
the courts would take some cognizant: 
of an offense so heinous that the offend 
or was openly persecuted, but wo du 
not find hiin noted as a criminal. Tht 
}>cople who settled on the Capo wor 
oo familiar with fishing to attribute 
snccesH to aught but skill and natura 
causes, and tho Cape was more an asy 
him for the persecuted than the source 
of persecution. It is far more probable 
that at the time of his birth, if he ovci 
existed there, there were people famil 
iar with this art in that region. I 
Imd certainly, become a pursuit o: 
much importance in other sections o 
the country long before he was ok 
enough to handle a harpoon, and the 
product of this fishery had found it 
way to Boston while ho was yet a young 
nan.

For A foun- 
dation use chestnut or cedar posts sev- 
en inches in diameter, set three feet in 
the ground, and sawed off six inches 
above the ground.. Set the posts ten 
feet apart, both back iind front of the 
building. Upon these posts spike the 
sills of two by six spruce, hud over each

A ventilator six 
indies in diameter over every second 
window will give sufficient ventilation 
during the very coldest weather. Tlie 
front and ends should lie battened over 
the cracks and then painted or white- 
washed. 


The inside of the building should be 


partitioned each twenty feet, forming 
apartments twelve by twelve 
foot. 


Board the partitions two feet high at 
the bottom to keep the male birds from 
fighting through the slats or netting 
Which may form the rest of the parti- 
tion, excepting the three-foot door in 
front part of building, passing from one 
apartment to the next. 


In the rear of the building inside, and 


twenty inches from the ground, make 
a platform two feet wide running entire 
length of the apartments.

Ridding Birds and Hens of Life. 


I have successfully practised the fol- 


lowing method of ridding canary birds 
of Hce: Take a small elder sprout to 
make the {perch; punch out the pith 
with a "wire or stick, placing a plug in 
each end of the perch. Xext heat the 
enfl of a wire red hot and bum through 
six or eight holes to the centre of the 
perch. In using this perch, take it out 
once every two or three days, removing 
both plugs. Set one end of the perch 
in a teacup, pour boiling water in at 
the top eud,«»nd the number of lice 
thus secured will be a surprise. 
Con- 


tinue this practise as long as any lice 
can be caught. 


It is not necessary to use the elder 


sprouts, as any tender sprouts of other 
woods will answer the purpose equally 
well, if constructed in the same way. 
The theory and the supporting evi- 
dence is that the lice bite the bird until 
satisfied, then crawl in through the 
holes to the dark chamber and remain 
there several days. There is no patent 
on tins suggestion, but it may be more 
valuable to lovers of canary birds than 
many of those inventions taken 
to 
Washington.

The Winter Window Garden.

Fruit Notes, 


Jt H a good plan to wrap a piece of 


plants—colei.ses, begonias, variegated 
leaved ahutilons. bright achrantl.es, 
white-edged and tri-colored geraniums, 
acalpha macafeeana, eranthemum, pic- 
tum and sometimes a croton. 


The above are very ornamental with- 


out flowers, but the begonias and ahu- 
tilons are very reliable for blossoms. 
There are no plants so satisfactory for 
our hot. dry rooms as these last named. 
The variegated ahutilons I have not 
found so free blooming as the others, 
hut their maple leaf foliage, marbled 
with white and yellow and green, is so 
ornamental that one can well dispense 
with the blossoms. 


The dark abutilons have a tendency 


to grow till, and should be cut back 
when ten or twelve inches in height, so 
as to force them to branch, anil when 
the branches arc five or six inches in 
length they should be cut back, and 
thus other shoots will put forth so as to 
form a bushy top. 
For the dwarf, free- 


flowcring abutilon we can recommend 
Danvinii. This is admirable for the 
box. It begins to bloom when a tiny

Cramlall, u youn^ Qiuikur huly of ox- 
omjilfiry jiiety ami superior education, 
having Luuu very successful in the town 
of Plain field, Connecticut, as a teacher, 
was iiKliicud l>y tho citizens of the 
neighboring town of Canterbury to pur- 
uhaso ;i hir^e and commodious house 
and open a day and Ituimlim; school 
for the edueatipn of yonn^ hidics. Xcar 
the village ut this time there lived a 
colored farmer named Harris in com- 
forUMe circumstances, whose daughter 
Surah at the a^e of seventeen had at- 
tracted attention by her literary attain- 
ments and hi; 
character. She 


was ;i member of tho church, and us ;i 
prt'puratiim for tliu pious service of in- 
structing thu less favored yonn^ ladies 
of lier own color she was anxious to 
avail herself of the superior advantages 
of Miss CnmdaH'b school, and she so 
applied for admission, her father agree- 
ing to pay the entire expenses. Tlie 
r'oiin<; toucher, though entirely free 
Tom color prejudice herself and feeling 
the deepest interest in Sarah Harris, 
whom she personally well knew and 
highly respected, quailed at first before 
the threatened blast of indignation and 
for a short time hesitated. There was 
her school in which her soul was hound 
up, already a success, its permanence 
was .secure and she herself was beloved 
by all—and yet almost entirely alone in 
sympathy for the young girl who stood 
before her pleading and entreating to 
be made a pupil of the school. The 
young students, to them credit, bo it 
said, had no objections. Tlie teacher, 
however, quickly yielded to the dic- 
tates of humanity and Sarah was ad- 
mitted as a student. 


Now, had -Miss Crnmlall publicly an- 


nounced, that her school was to be turn- 
ed into a conservatory for the culture 
of poisonous weeds/ tho breeding of 
vcnemous reptiles or the distribution 
of infected clothing, she could not have 
fanned the indignation of the citizens 
into such a roaring blaze or liave turn- 
ed the entire town, metaphorically 
speak ing, move completely upside down. 
She entreated, explained and expostu- 
lated—hut to no purpose; the place 
was all :t(lame and -nothing but the im- 
mediate ejectment of the *'uiggi:r' girl 
(her color was just turned from white) 
from school could appeu.sc the wrath 
of the good people of Canterbury. 


How far Miss Crandall bent beneath 


the storm is evinced by an advertise- 
ment which appeared in the Boston 
Liberator on the second of Mnrcli, that 
at the commencement of her next term 
on the first Monday of April her school 
would be opened for "young ladies and 
little misses of color." 


This was too much, even for Chris- 


tian resignation to put up with. A town 
meeting was called to be held ou the 
ninth of March "to devise and adopt 


measures ^is would 
elfeetunljy 


avert the nuisance or speedily abate it, 
if it should be brought into the village." 
The meeting was held on the ninth, in 
the meeting house, and was packed 
with people above and below, even the 
standing room being all occupied.— 
After the "warning" had been read, a 
series of resolutions was laid before the 
meeting in which were set forth the 
disgrace and damage that would he 
brought upon the town if it school for 
colored girls should be' set up there, 
protesting emphatically against the im- 
pending evil and appointing the civil 
authority and the selectmen a commit- 
tee to wait 'upon the person contemplat- 
ing the establishment of said school, 
point out to her the-injurioiis_effects 
the incalculable evils resulting fror 
such an establishment within the tow 
and persuade her if possible to abai 
don the project. 


Miss Crandall was however not 


jnayed by the opposition of her neigl 
iiors or the violence of their threats,an 
early in April received fifteen or twen 
by colored young ladies and misses fror 
Philadelphia, New York and Prov 
donee. 


At this accession to the school, th 


lame broke out afresh and raged, 
:>ossible, with increased fury.

to the teacher and her pupils, so tha 
she was obliged to scud to the neigl:

anthropio stranger, the coveted boo 
which the resuscitation of this ohsolet 
old law hud in contemplation, was no 
vouch Ha f i>d to any Canterbury gcnth 
man. 
Tlie naked body of no one t 


these young ladies had to take th 
whipping which under tho law was du 
to vagrancy. But it was a narrow es 
cape. A warrant to this otfeot was ac 
tuallv served upon Eliza Ann Ham 
moiiu, a young lady of the school fmu 
Providence, aged seventeen years. Th 
Kev. Samuel J. May, a gentleman fo 
whom the marble is now somewhere ii 
its native bed aching to get quarriei 
out, and as a monument cut into come 
liness of mould and tinish, to pay foi 
over its silent tribute to tho splendid 
ideal and heroic actuality of his life 
and to whose recollections wo are main 
ly indebted for the facts herein present- 
ed, secured and presented to tho treas 
urer of Canterbury a bond in tho sun 
of ton thousand dollars, signed by re 
snonsible gentlemen of Brooklyn, to sav 
tho town harmless from the "vagranc 
of any of Miss Crundall'ft young ladies 


'The "pauper ami vagrant law" hav 


ing failed to do the work on hand, th 
Legislature of Connecticut then in ses 
sion, was appealed to, and upon tii< 
twenty-fourth of May, 1833, passed tin 
following law: 


"Section 1st. Be it enacted by t.h<* 
Senate and House of Representatives 
in general assembly convened, that uc 
person shall set up or establish in tin 
State any school, academy or Hterar; 
institution for the instruction or edu 
cation of colored persons who are no 
inhabitants of this State; nor instiuc 
or teach in any school or other litcrar; 
institution whatsoever, in this State 
nor harbor or board, for tho purpose o 
attending or beiiifi taught or instrtictet 
in any such school, academy or literary 
institution, any colored person who i 
not an inhabitant of any town in tlii 
State, without the consent in writing 
first obtained, of a majority of the civi 
authority ami also of tlie selectmen o 
the town, in which such school, acade 
my or literary institution is situated.' 


' All Canterbury was now aglow, anc 


tho citizens went delirious with joy am' 
exultation at this vindication of justic 
and triumph of right. The bells wort 
rung, cannons fired and honlii-es light 
cd. 


Miss Crandall was arrested, commit- 


ted to jail, and placed in tho coll of c 
man named Watkins who had just bcci 
hung for the murder of his wife. 


At this time the eminent merchan 


and philanthropist, Arthur Tappan 
uncle of our Judge Tappan, wrote a 
follows to Mr. May, who bad now OH 
poused the cause- of Miss Crandall, will 
all the enthusiasm of a Christian cav 
alior: 


"This contest, in which you havi 


been providentially called to engage 
will be a serious, perhaps a violent one 
It may be prolonged and very cxpcn 
sivo.

first trial *of Miss Crandall for the crinn. 
of keeping a boarding school for color 
edgirls'-was commenced at Brooklyn 
the county scat of Wind 1mm, Hon. Jo 
seph Eaton presiding. The prosecu- 
tion was conducted by Hon. A. T. Jud 
son, afterwards 'Judge of tho U. S. I)is 
trict Court, assisted by Mr. Jonathai 
A. Welch and I; Buckley. The conn 
»el retained for Miss Crandall were 
lions. Calvin Goddard, Wm. W. Ells 
worth and Henry Strong, three as able 
lawyers as could be found in tho State 


The indictment consisted 
of two 


counts: First, that with "force ant 
arms" the prisoner, Prudence Crandall 
had received into her school certain 
colored girls who were not inhabitants 
of the. State; and second, that witli 
"force and arms" she had instructed 
said girls against the peace and dignity 
of the State, and contrary to tho statm 
in such case made and provided. 


After pleading to the indictment, the 


pious, quiet and unassuming young 
Quaker teacher sat down for trial. The 
defence raised the point that the law 
was unconstitutional. 
We have no! 


space for any remarks of counsel, but 
tho presiding judge overruled the point 
taken, and tho case proceeded to trial 
on its merits. The jury retired, and 
finally returned unable to agree. They 
wore sent out the second time and came 
back again still unable to agree. They 
were again sent out the third time anil 
returned at last, announcing to tho 
court that there was no probability that 
thcysliould ever agree. Seven of them 
were for conviction and live for acquit- 
tal. .So they were discharged. 


The second trial commenced on the 


;lnrd of the next October, and at this 
;imc Miss CniQriall was convicted. A 
)i!l of exceptions was filed, and an ap- 
ical was taken to the Court of Errors. 
-lie highest tribunal of tho State, and 
irgucd on the twenty-second of July, 
S-'H. Decision was reserved, but was 
icver given. Tho court stated that 
here were defects in the information 
Mod by the State's Attorney, and that 
t should be quashed, thus rendering it

My dear wife 
was equally attached to her and we 
wore always gratified and refreshed by

State of Connecticut in sanctioning it. 
Mrs. Phil more (formerly Miss Crandall) 
is still living and residing at the West.
